JOHN: (to another agent): I'll wake him up 

and tell him I'll call him back in a half hour. 

STEVE: Hello.

STEVE: We'll talk. 

JOHN: Okay? 

STEVE: Call me at nine o'clock.

Steve? 

STEVE: 

Yes.

This is John again. 

STEVE:

JOHN: 

How are ya doing? 

STEVE: 

I don't know. My body doesn't feel 

so good.

JOHN: 

Well, that, that goes for all of us 

here, Steve. 


STEVE: 

I just talked to David and, and 


finally he's at a, you know, he's had some rest and 
he' s,« looking a little better again. I asked him if he 
had i headache, he didn't have that, so, I said, I 
asked him what was up and he says, well, let them know 
that it's been what it's always been and I says, what's 
that and he said, the challenge from us for, since the 
beginning, and the reason why all you people came here, 
you still have your own freedom of choice, but the 
challenge from the beginning is, we want eternal life, 
and even though they don't want to speak about it, 
that's the reason, that's our whole reason for 
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existence, and he said the challenge is that if there's 
someone in this world, minister, priest, rabbi, 
whatever, to show us the seven seals, at least make an 
attempt to do so, that was a statement. At least to 
show that, to show where it is located in the Bible, 
those seven seals. He says everybody's out of here. I 
said that's, and I said to him, that's what you want 
me to tell him, and he says, yeah. So I just passed 
that on. 

JOHN: Yeah, but that, that's the same issue, 
I guess, and he, you know, I don't know how concerned 
he is about the people in there, Steve, you know? 

STEVE: Well, he, well, see, what you don't 

understand, John, I mean, I know we're totally at two 
ends, you know, we're at odds because the only reason 
these people came here, and I know that's hard for you 
people to understand, is for eternal life, for things 
dealing with the Bible, and, and that's why they've 
been so adamant about staying. It's not because, you 
know, they don't want to cooperate with you, they're 
fellow man, and get along to do what they can for you, 
just like myself, it's just that we've got to put God 
first. We've got to fear God. If there's a plan, if 
there's a will that he's made manifest, we want to, we 
want to do it. 

JOHN: Steve, Steve, let me just mention 
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STEVE: All right. 

JOHN: You are responsible for yourself and 

you're responsible for Judy and your daughter, and I 
Icnow you feel a responsibility for those other people 
in there. Do you not? 

STEVE: Yes, but first, you know, it's the 

eternal things. It's the things that are not of this 
world. That's, it has been number one in my life, for 
since about '72, 1972, and, you know, I never diversed 
from that path, if anything, I've tried to progress and 
keep on listening to anybody anywhere. I mean, if you 
had something you wanted to share with me, you, I'm 
telling you, I would listen. I'm talking about those 
things that will be. I've always wanted to know the 
Bible thoroughly inside and out and that's what caught 
my attention in the first place with David Koresh. 

^ JOHN: Steve, let me just, just — 

STEVE: I mean, would it make sense to you? 

That's why, I made a statement once that I'd never 
leave Hawaii. I said I love the place, that's where we 
were gonna live. I had found twenty acres of land on 
the island Kauai, Judy and I did, and we were gonna 
build a place and we were gonna live there, but my 
whole world, my life got turned upside down when 
information came along that I couldn't controvert. 
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That'S basically what happened. Judy looked at it 
herself and there were, we went back and forth over a 
period of six months. What are we gonna do, is it 
there or isn't it there? And finally we made a 
decision. I mean, there's no reason, right, John, that 
anybody had ever moved from Hawaii to Waco, Texas, is 
there? 

JOHN: Steve? 

STEVE: Yeah. 

JOHN: You know, here's the thing. You're 

responsible for those people in there and we've said 
from the start, you know, weeks ago, that we respect 
your religion, okay? And nothing is gonna change that. 
You know, you can walk out of there and we will still 
respect your religion and you can still study the Bible 
and beiieve in what you believe, but, you know, the 

commanders here have given us pressure to get some more 

-i 

people out of there and that's the issue. 

STEVE: Well, see, there are greater issues, 

though. That's what you guys don't see. You're at a 
level of just, you know, that the carnal, you're 
looking at a level where, like, first of all, we were 
here that Sunday with, I mean, Gonzalez should have 
told you guys. He came in that Sunday for a Bible 
study, for asking questions about the Bible. That's 
what we were doing that morning when we were attacked. 
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In fact, not everybody here was totally aware of even 
what was going on, like myself, I heard something but 
was never sure until I heard all the bullets riddling 
the door. That's when I became quickly aware. But not 
everybody here knew anything what was happening, all, 
David had said something. When he came to the door and 
he backed off, quickly closed the door and backed off, 
that's when all, the whole thing broke loose and it was 
a madhouse here for a while, I mean I was on that, 

John, if you listen to those tapes, I was on that 
phone, Wayne and I, as quick as poss — as soon as we 
heard the sound. I mean, we were crying out for help 
and asking, we were the one's calling for the FBI and 
whoever else we could get a hold of and trying to find 
out what was going on. I mean, I was not even sure who 
it was out there. I just had an idea. Never knew for 
sure, who was across the street. I knew that he was 
som^ kind, into something to do with the law, but, you 
know, and in fact, I even asked him a couple of 
questions, Robert Gonzales, I asked him what his life 
work was, what he had done for a job and he always 
avoided that so of course that'd tell you something. 

JOHN: Steve, you know, the thing of it is, 

we're not attempting to change your religious beliefs. 
We just want to end this standoff and that's what we're 
trying to do and that's why we've been here all this 
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time, okay? 

STEVE: John, I like you guys, I mean, I 

appreciate what you're trying to do and what you're 
saying, but — 

JOHN: You don't think I'm a jerk? 

STEVE: No, but listen, — 

JOHN: Okay. 

STEVE: — but John, what if, I mean, I know 
it seems like it's a one chance out of, let's say a 
billion, but what if what he has, say that Bible is 
written by some God or some power that, that is, and 
the events it speaks about, even though men have waited 
for years and centuries, every generation, everybody 
thinks they're in the last days, that's a given, 
everybody does, and I'm not one of those kind of people 
that says, well, you know, I'm living now so I think it 
is because I'm here and now, but I've seen things that 
are,^I mean, right on the money. Right on the very 
word. My concern more is for you guys and everybody as 
with this God says what he's gonna do, and we're 
talking now, not, not tomorrow. So like, what we're 
waiting for, and even before that happened, and the 
challenge still is. 

You must admit, all these men that make, 
literally, 50 to 100 to 150,000 a year off of people in 
the name of God and in the name of religion, where are 
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those men right now? Why can't they, the Bible is a 
book that they went and gained their doctorate degrees 
off of, why can't there be someone out there right now 
that sho\'s us, at least attempts to show us where those 
seven seals are located in the Bible. If they do that, 
that's, that's been the challenge from day one, 
honestly. That's been the challenge from day one, 
that's why these people came here, they heard about it 
as far away as England and Australia, and they came 
here to see and they chose to stay because they wanted 
to hear more. That's the only, there is no other 
reason. There is no other reason whatsoever. 

So, I mean, when I hear this guy, Craig Smith that 
you guys have played on the loud speaker a number of 
times, listening to him, the guy is a, is a bag of 
wind. If you had some substance, I would have liked to 
have heard the roan talk about God's word, if he's a 
rel'igious broadcaster, if he's a minister, other than 
condemning and judging me who he's never met and David 
and all of us here. I mean, I, he's broken the first 
principles of Christianity. Apparently he forgot about 
Matthew, chapter 7, versus 1 and 2 and Homans 1 and 2. 
The man, I don't — 

JOHN: Steve. 

STEVE: — know who he is, but I don't 

believe he's a minister or Christian, I think he is 
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just a ploy. I don't know where you guys found him but 
I really question whether he's even part of that, the 
program he says he is. 

JOHN; Steve, we had no control over what he 
said the other day. Do you know that? 

STEVE: No, I believe that. I believe that. 

JOHN; We, you know, he did that on his own 
and people have the right to call in and give their 
opinion, but — 

STEVE; He does, but I don't, of course. 

JOHN: That's neither here nor there. David 

has even said that it's not a religious issue, it's 
politics, okay? So, we can get this resolved. I know, 
from talking to people here that you helped resolve 
this, or helped with the cease fire, okay? And you 
worked on getting that done, and over the past few 
weeks you've talked to people and you worked about in 
sending them out. Okay? And we appreciate the work 
that you've done, but you've got to keep it up. 

STEVE; But, that's what — 

JOHN; All right? 

STEVE: Yeah, the last two days, that's what 

I've been trying to tell these guys that's what I was 
still doing. The hardest thing that happened to me, 
honestly, now I'm not gonna, I don't want to beat a 
dead horse, but when they really started react me, to 
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me in a negative way was with that Livingston, and you 
guys are telling me it's not our fault and all that 

JOHN: We can't tell the attorney what to do, 

we can't tell him what to do. 

STEVE: No, okay. 

JOHN: We're powerless over that, okay? 

STEVE: No, I know, I realize, John, I 

realize, but what I'm saying is, they're not giving me 
the time of day now like they were and I'm still trying 
to find an avenue or a way to talk to them. I'm 
telling, it has not, in the last few days it's not been 
easy. That's when I tried, I even tried saying to like 
John Cox and Dick, I says, why don't you guys, okay, 
you guys, you know, you're use to talking to people of 
all walks of life. I'll put them on the phone. I'll ask 
them to come to the phone. Maybe you have a better 
opportunity than I do now. He did mention, I guess you 

-i 

have a female negotiator by the name of Linda, from 
what I understand, and I says well, maybe that would be 
at least a difference or something, or it might make a 
difference, but right now it doesn't seem like I'm able 
to do much of anything and I was trying to talk with 
them further last night and. . . I was so worn out. I 
mean really worn out. 

JOHN: Steve, you know as well as I do that 

David can send those people out of there. Am I right 
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or wrong? 

STEVE: I believe he could probably say to 

them, why don't you leave or it would be best that you 
go, but he's never — 

JOHN: . Then that's what we have to do to 
resolve it. 

STEVE: But he's, he wouldn't do that with 

you. If you came here to know the Bible, he actually 
would never do that to you either, John. It's the way 
he is. I've been with him for a, for a number of years 
now, and he'll, like, if we drive into a gas station or 
we're coming down an elevator, they'll be a person 
standing in the elevator at a gas station, he'll start 
telling them about the Bible. Morning, noon and night. 
I've seen him go for twelve, eighteen hours with people 
that are asking him questions. He will not stop as 
long/ as people have an interest in that book. 

^ JOHN: The impression is that he's memorized 

the Bible and he's interpreting it the way he wants to 
serve himself, okay? 

STEVE: That's what's, that's what's, oh, 

man, try him out ~ 

JOHN: But that's the impression that 

everybody in the world has of him. 

STEVE: — I'd get, I'd give, I'd give 

anything in this world if any, the greatest scholars 
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could sit down with him. I saw him work with rabbi's, 
with very deep, able minds over in Jerusalem, — 

JOHN: And when he comes out, he can have 

that opportunity. Now, -- 

STEVE: He's already had the opportunity of 

course, you know, in the last number of years. People 
don't want truth, John, you know, that. They want to 
live their life in this world and well, if there's a 
God, well, hopefully one day they'll make that too. 

But we're not that, that's where we are different. 
Out of the, almost six billion people in the world, 
these people came here because they have put one thing 
first, foremost and all in every aspect, and that's, of 
course, this Bible, God's will, as we see that's the 
source book, and that's the reason why we're here. 

There is no other reason. It's obviously, like I told 

you, 'not because we like the place. Positively not. I 

'i 

can't stand this area. I never have liked it. I'm use 
to beautiful trees and beaches and all the rest of it. 
But I was here just because I wanted to know a way, I 
don't like this world, John, I really don't. I don't 
like what man does to one another. I don't like the 
selfishness, the greed, the crime, the all of it. I 
don't like what I see right now with this whole 
process.

guys that are out there loose, the one's that caused 
it, I know that nothing's gonna happen with them. They 
can go on killing others and, and knocking people's 
doors down and... I've read a lot of stories about 
what they've done and their mistakes and they've never 
had to pay for them. So I know they're not gonna have 
to now. They can go on, in the name of the government, 
which is now more power, it use to by the people and 
for the people, but now it's against the people. You 
know, a few powerful men that are to be taking more and 
more control at the federal level, no more state. I 
mean, you'd have to be a blind idiot not to see it all. 
I mean, I've been a person who's been into history for 
years. All you have to do is open your eyes and ask, 

where's the missing dimensions and just start looking.

JOHN: Listen. 

STEVE: Yeah. 

JOHN: Steve, we've got to get some people 

out of there by noon today, okay? 

STEVE: Well, I'll put anybody on that you'd 

want to talk to, I mean, they're not, John, they're not 
talking to me anymore. 

JOHN: That's your job, Steve. You brought 

them in there, you know them. 
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STEVE: I talked to quite a few of them last 

night.

JOHN: By noon today, okay? We've got to 

Now, this isn't 
coming from me. This is coming from the commanders.

STEVE: I've given everything a lot of 

thought, of course, you know, like last night I had a 
pounding headache and I, I needed some rest and this 
morning I woke up, spent a few little moments, thinking 
about a lot of the issues and — 

' JOHN: You've got to take some

responsibility, Steve — 

STEVE: I have taken it from the beginning. 

JOHN: — and call — 

STEVE; I have taken it from the beginning. 
JOHN: Go through the system, call back in 

there and tell them, hey, we're treated fairly out 
here, we've got access to the press, the media — 

STEVE: Well, see, that's what I'm not so 


sure about. Don't you see, I have apprehensions still, 
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even though what you guys are saying? 

JOHN: You've talked to people. You've 

talked to people, Steve. 

STEVE: That Livingston thing has bothered me 

more than probably anybody in honesty. 

JOHN: I'm not gonna be able to — 

STEVE: I know you're not, but I'm telling 

you that's where my hang up is just like a good share 
of these people. That was one of the biggest stumbling 
blocks that was created was that issue because of what, 
see, that morning — 

JOHN: Livingston is an excuse, okay? That's 

not the issue. 

STEVE: That morning when he left, he's the 

one that came to me, John, and told me what he wanted, 
you know, about the children, about talking to me on 
the |)hone when he got in there, and all of a sudden, 
when that didn't, I mean, it doesn't make any sense to 
me. I even, I even said to, to Byron, that day, I 
says, some how at least play a tape from him or after, 
you know, when he said he wouldn't be calling me, first 
he said he would and then, I mean, I says, let me 
somehow be able to hear his voice or something or know 
what happened from his own words. He was talking about 
mud on his boots and that he said that he didn't want 
to make any damn tape or something to that effect. 
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JOHN; You We talked to Kathy Schroeder, 
you've talked to Brad, you've talked to Kevin, so the 
issue is, that they come out and they're treated 
fairly. 

STEVE; I didn't, I didn't talk to Brad or 
Kevin myself. The only one I talked to was, what's her 
name , Kathy Schr oeder . 

JOHN; Yeah. Yeah, Kathy Schr oeder. 

STEVE; See, my main, you know what I was 
really hoping for, John? I was hoping that with 
Livingston going out there, if anybody talked to a 
radio station or any other thing like that and answered 
questions, I was hoping it would be Livingston Fagan, 

JOHN; I'll tell you — 

STEVE; Because obviously Brad, who just came 
out 'of bars, he's, he's heard what the book is about, 
but, you know, he can't tell... Even though he's heard 
a lot of things, he can't pull it together and give it. 

JOHN; You know what, what we think here is 
that Livingston Fagan came out here with the intention 
of not cooperating as an excuse for you staying in 
there. You know? And the time for excuses is over, 
Steve. 

STEVE; That's never, you know, John, John, 
you know that, you know how quick happened? That 
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morning, I knew nothing about him going out till that 
morning. He came and said that he wanted to go out, 
and the only thing I did, I says, well, is there 
anything else, because I said, if you want, Byron's 
called already, I'm going to be talking to him again.- 
This is how it went. The next minute I know, he went 
up and talked to David for about three minutes, at the 
most, 'cause he was right back here again. If you go 
back to that tape, you know, I was calling, if you 
recall, we were calling back and forth, you know, a 
lot, at that time, and I got on the phone. There was 
only a, there was a few things he wanted to make sure 
of.

That's out 
of his char — I've never seen, John, I've never seen 
the man like that. Ever. Never have. The guy's, on a 
whole, very quiet unless he gets into very deep 
discussions about what he sees. He's very, he is a 
deep thinker. 

JOHN: Is he still saying that he's the 

messiah? 

STEVE: Who? 

JOHN: David. 

STEVE: He never said he was the messiah. 

JOHN: Well, what is he then? 

STEVE: I've never, I've never heard that in 

my, the only thing he's ever said, now you can take it 
as i:t is, but this is what I've heard him say over and 

-i 

over — 

JOHN: What is he telling the people in there 

that he is. 

STEVE: Okay, here's what he said. He says 

that only the lamb can open the seals, and then he 
says, let me serve you. Let me show you where the 
seals are located in the Bible. That's what he has 
said. That's his most frequent statement, he has used, 
I've been with him in Australia, he's said it to men 
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Only the lamb can open the seal and he says, let me 
show you the seals. 
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JOHN: Steve, I'll tell you — 

STEVE: He's not said he was Jesus Christ. 

He hasn't said he, he's never claimed to be a prophet. 

JOHN: Hell, you know, he's broken his words 

several tines with us and I don't know what he does — 
STEVE: John, what do you mean several times? 

JOHN: Several times. He said he was coning 

out. He didn't come out. You know? He said, we're 
all going to be coming out of here soon and ~ 

STEVE: Well he, he means that. 

JOHN: — it's two more weeks. 

STEVE: That, he means that. 

JOHN: Oh, he means that but he hasn't kept 

his 'word. 

-i 

STEVE: When he says he's coming out, when he 

say's he's coming out, he's going to come out. But, 
and what, his whole thing too is like, right from the 
beginning, you know, you and I don't want to get into 
that, I know. But that, that first night — 

JOHN: Let's talk about getting some people 

out of there, Steve. 

STEVE; Well, who would you like to talk to? 
JOHN; Like I say, I wouldn't be here talking 
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to you if I didn't care about you. Okay? 

STEVE; Well, who do you want to talk to? I 
can go talk to some while you're talking to some if 
that would be any help because right now, I'n basically 
getting nowhere. I'n basically getting nowhere. These 
people say to ne, Steve, the challenge has been and we 
have, they have never even put that professor Arnold 
on, Philip Arnold with David, they haven't given a tape 
where they, see, they were real nad because it was told 
to ne, very clearly, by Byron and all these people that 
you guys, the FBI, had spoken with this professor, this 
Dr. Arnold yourselves, and when that tape cane in, all 
that was was a reiteration, it was a repetition of what 
had been stated already on that radio station. So they 
were, nan, talk about disappointnent. That was a najor 
thing that I had brought up that I thought would really 

help/; is if they put that guy in touch with David and 

-i 

these people got to hear. 

Or this other guy, Tabor, Janes, Dr. Janes Tabor, 
fron the University of North Carolina. Either one of 
those guys are, anybody that's even — 

JOHN: Steve, you know as well as I do that 

people can interpret the Bible differently and they 
choose to believe what you want to believe. 

STEVE: No, no, I disagree with that. 

JOHN: What you want to believe, you know? 
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STEVE; John, I disagree with that. 

JOHN: And let me tell you something, Steve, 


the God that I know wouldn't put people in jeopardy. 

The God that I know wouldn't take other men's wives. 

STEVE: If you, if you — 

JOHN; The God that I know wouldn't molest 
young children, and the God that I know wouldn't hide 
behind the Bible to do that. And he's putting children 
in danger. You know? 

STEVE; John, that shows God you know is not 
the God of the Bible because if we go back to the 
bible. I'll show how that God works from time 
immemorial, we'll go right back to the writings of 
Moses — 

JOHN: Then that's the perception of the 

world except for the few people that are in there. Do 
you Understand that? 

STEVE: I'll show you First Samuel 15. I'll 

take you back to the book of Deuteronomy, Genesis, all 
the way through. God's people have been warlike. God 
has wanted the heathen. First God gives people the 
opportunity to learn and to know his truth. Then God's 
kingdom is to finally encompass the entire world. But 
there's another spirit in this world that has taken 
control. This is why it says that all the world 
wondered after the beast and worshiped the dragon. 
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That's you and me both. All the world is Babylon, in a 
state of confusion. Everybody thinks they know God, 
they've got feelings, they've got opinions and 
theories, but God's got a will and many, many men came 
along and made it, gave testimonies and they gave up 
their lives to persecution and torment, but their 
testimony remains. I believe in that testimony. I 
look at the signs of the times. I look at history to 
see that the very things prophesized with a, the very 
kingdoms with the Babylonians, the Medes and Persians, 
the Grecians, the Romans came to pass as stated, and it 
shows how the ruins of that would come a new power. It 
has all happened. 

JOHN: When did Jesus and God molest ten and 

twelve year old girls? Can you tell me that? 

STEVE: Jesus and God? 

JOHN: Yeah. When did either one of them — 


-i 

STEVE: That's the strangest question I've 

ever heard in my life. Jesus, himself, never married, 
wasn't into any, hardly anything of mankind. He wasn't 
into food — 

JOHN: That's right. 

STEVE: — wasn't into marriage, wasn't into 


anything. 


JOHN: Okay. 

STEVE: What was he into? He was into 
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disseminating information — 

JOHN: Now what is David into? 

STEVE: — truth. 

JOHN: What is the lamb into, David? 

STEVE; David is into opening up the seven 
seals and showing a way out for you and me and 
everybody in this world that'll listen and then judge 
what they're hearing. But you can't judge something 
without hearing it through can you? If you go by all 
these rumors and all his enemies like Marc Breault and 
the Gents and the Jewell's, and all these people, this 
is where all this began from long before you even knew 
about him or ever heard about me, John. Guys like Marc 
Breault, he was a student with David before I ever met 
David. That's the guy that introduced me to him. And 
why did he walk away? Well, you'll have to ask him 
that; But for six months after he walked away and went 
to Australia to marry this girl, then he's still 
calling me back and he's write, well, mainly writing to 
me saying how he still believed and all this and 
that. . . 

JOHN: Steve, the key word here is noon, and 

the key word is to come out and to get this resolved. 
You come out. 

STEVE: The key word though is God's word, 

his will, the seven seals. For me and for everybody. 
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John, come on, that's what it's always been. Long 
before the ATF came to murder us, that's what we were 
doing. Seriously. Long before they came to do their 
dirty work and what they were going to do as they're 
still going to do to other Americans, whatever happens 
to me in the future when I come out and whatever takes 
place, if you guys fry me or whatever, I don't even, I 
want, all I want to do is be right with God.

them^ everything you're saying, make sure that they can 
look at, if they want safety in this world or whatever 
else, you know, here's the thing you need to do. I've 
been telling them that. I've been trying to do 
everything, anything you've asked me to do, I try to 
lay out in the most palatable way possible. 

JOHN: Steve, you're an intelligent guy, do 

the right thing, bring those people out of there. 

STEVE: Well, I'm telling you from my ~ 

JOHN: You're responsible for them. 
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STEVE: For my conscious sake, I've got to do 

JOHN: The tine for talk is over. We've got 

to have sone people out of there by neon. These 
connanders don't tell me, and the people in here — 

STEVE: Henenber David said about he's got 

connanders? 

JOHN: It's been three days since anybody's 

cone out and I'll tell you what, these people here, I 
don't know what they're doing, I don't know, they don't 
tell us everything they've got in store. 

STEVE: You know what? 

JOHN: What? 

STEVE: These people, they really don't care. 

You know, look, here's the, here's the worst thing that 
could happen to us, look. They could run us over with 
the ^rans, with the tanks, they can burn us out, they 
can ^as us out, they can whatever, but you're gonna 
find out, that won't nake any difference to these 
people because they fear God.

scoffed and laughed at those that were in Jerusalem and 
kepViOn making similar statements not knowing what 
you're talking about. 

JOHN: You're insulating yourself with little 

kids. You know? 

STEVE: You're gonna see what you're saying 

is going to go against you, John. The very words are 
gonna judge you that you're speaking. You look at 
Psalm's 8. What's gonna still the enemy and the 
avenger is, out of the mouth of babes and sucklings, as 
God ordained strength, if you read the second book of 
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Ezra, you're gonna find out that children, three months 
old, are going to be speaking. They're gonna have 
something to say. 

JOHN; Vernon Howell is a coward and a con- 
man. And you don't know it yet. 

STEVE; Oh, you will learn differently. I've 
been around the world with him when his life has been, 
he's not, he doesn't fear you or anybody. 

JOHN; Let me tell a story, Steve. 

STEVE; He'll go up against anybody in this 
world. You can do with him what you want. I've seen 
him threatened, I've seen a mob form already. I've 
been in that kind of situation, John. The only kind of 
big threats in my entire life have been by so called 
religious people when I, all I want to do is take the 
book they say they believe in and open it up and show 
it to them. That's the only kind of —

The last time I was in Europe, in England, I 
actually got literal threats to my life, John. So this 
is not anything new to him or me. 

JOHN; Steve, Steve — 

STEVE; I love people. I like you, John. I 
wish you had had the time and sense yourself, I don't 
know what your religion is or what it's based on, but 
I'd like to tell you what I believe in. I think it's 
more than logical and I think if you actually gave an 
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open ear, you might see something there. But you never 
could without hearing. 

JOHN: Steve, let me tell you a story if I 

can, — 

STEVE; Okay. 

JOHN: — and it's not a story, it's true, 

okay? 

STEVE: Go ahead. 

JOHN; Back in 1985, two people, Keith Hagler 
(phonetic) and Kate Hagler, have you ever heard their 
names before? 

STEVE; No, I haven't. 

JOHN: Okay. Keith and Kate Hagler were in 

their early thirties and they hijacked a bus and took 
sixteen hostages, okay? And you know what was 
motivating them? 

STEVE: Probably greed or money. 

JOHN: No, you know what was motivating them? 

STEVE: The Book of Revelations. They 

thought that they were two messengers as spoken about 
in the Book of Revelations that were gonna die and then 
rise up again in three days. 

STEVE: That's Revelation 3, or 11 I mean. 

JOHN: Okay. All right. That's what they 

believed. You know what happened? They let the 
hostages go, number one, but they came out and they 
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shot each other, and I got to tell you something, 
they're still buried and they're still dead and nobody 
knows their name but me because I teach the stuff. Do 
you understand that? 

STEVE: You do what? 

JOHN: Huh? 

STEVE: You said you teach the stuff? 

JOHN: I'm the only one that knows, remember 

their names. Everybody else has forgotten about them. 

STEVE: This, I know there's been Jim Jones', 

there's been these Hagler's, there's been people all 
like that, have they ever had the ability to harmonize 
in clarity, logically, sensibly. Like it says in 
Isaiah 1:18,, come let us reason together. John, that's 
what God says. If I can't, look it, — 

JOHN: That's what we're trained to do, is 

t 

reasgn with you. 

STEVE: I know you are, from a human 

standpoint. But this Bible, I am telling you, if 
Rabbi's and other scholars, with all their ability and 
memory and so forth and degrees, can't take David on 
and controvert what he can very clearly show, 
seriously, John. Ne're not talking about a Jim Jones 
that only took a text here and there and played on 
peoples feelings and emotions. These people aren't 
into that. Most religion in this world, whether 
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Buddhist, Hindu, — 

JOHN; Steve, Steve — 

STEVE: Christian, Catholic, is based on 

feelings. People have a feeling. 

JOHN: Listen, you don't have to yell, all 

right? 

STEVE: Oh, I'm sorry. I'm sorry. 

JOHN: I can hear you. 

STEVE: I'm sorry. 

JOHN: I know. Now, listen, let's get back 

to the issue. 

STEVE; I'm just, I guess, normally loud. 

JOHN; Let's get back to the issue, okay? 

STEVE: Go ahead.

You know of 
another tine? That's a fulfillment, a direct 
fulfillment of the Prophecy of Nahum. Take a look at 
the chariots with flaming torches. That's what they 
sre. Nahum saw something twenty-six, seven hundred 
years later, and in his language of his day, that's the 
best he could describe of what he saw in the future. 
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Take a look at that chapter sometime, John. I like 
you, John. If there's even a possibility that the 
Bible could be true, just take it real easy, go 
slow, — 

JOHN: The other day you thought I was a 

jerk, Steve. How do you like me now? 

STEVE: I've always liked you, John. 

JOHN: Huh? 

STEVE: No, listen, — 

JOHN: Huh? And I was a big, a big ass and 

you didn't know whether you wanted to call me back. 

STEVE: You never heard me ever say anything 

like that. 


JOHN: Do you want to bet? 

STEVE: I never call, I don't use words like 

a-s-s and all that kind of thing. 

:• JOHN: Huh?

STEVE: Or I've never even called you a jerk 


either. 


JOHN: Steve ~ 

STEVE: You were pushy and hard. 

JOHN: Steve, I heard it. Okay? So don't 

lie to me, all right? I heard it. Okay? 

STEVE: If that's so, I surely do not 

remember ever saying anything like that. 


JOHN; Well, I do, but that's neither here 
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STEVE: Well, listen, it's mutual. 

JOHN: All right? 

STEVE: And the truth is, you were pushy, you 

were being in a way that I couldn't communicate with 
you. 

JOHN: Listen, Steve. 

STEVE: Yes. 

JOHN: I care about you. I care about those 

young children in there. 

STEVE: John, I believe this, I believe that, 

honest I do. I honestly believe that. 

JOHN: I wouldn't be here if I didn't. 

STEVE: But I'm looking at something deeper 

and mope that takes in a greater scope of things. I, I 
am 4nd that, I'm not —

JOHN: Tell me this, have I lied to you yet? 

STEVE: Pardon? 

JOHN: Have I lied to you?

out there, you could come back there. We told you 
about legal representation; we've got two very well 

respected attorney's. I talked to your sister, Sue,

the other day. She's concerned about you. 

STEVE; What's Sue got to say these days? 
JOHN: She loves you. She wants you to come 

out. She got these attorneys for you so that you'd be 
well represented. 

STEVE: I'm really, I'm, you tell Sue I'm 

extremely concerned for her. 

JOHN: Why? 

STEVE; Because. Tell her that whatever 
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happens, I don't ever want to hear her speak a negative 
thing against myself, what I'm doing, she should 
respect what I'm doing. 

JOHN: She doesn't. She loves you. 

STEVE: And she should also make sure that 

she's looking at that book carefully. 

JOHN: If she didn't care about you, would 

she have gotten these attorneys for you? Would she — 

STEVE: Oh,' I know she cares for me. 

JOHN: Huh? 

STEVE: We're a very tight, close knit 

family, always have been. I don't have a close, I've 
never seen another closer family in my life than the 
one I've got. 

JOHN: Do you care about her? 

STEVE: Oh, I always have.

STEVE: Because the thing I can do best for 
her is show that I believe in this living God and that 
I will do it his way, put him first and then she may 
have a chance. If I put, like, what do you do with 
statements in the new testament that Christ said, if 
you put father, mother, sister, brother, spouse, 
children before me, you're not worthy of me. What do 
you do with those strong statements? One man said to

JOHN: Steve, ~ 

STEVE: I'm definitely not gonna hold people 

back or discourage them from doing, or, from all of 
your requests. I have not done that and I'm not doing 
that now nor do I intend to. 

JOHN: These commanders, these tactical 

people say that — 

STEVE: I like them too. 
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JOHN: ~ thirty minutes, okay? We got to 

get some people out. Now Livingston Fagen just had 
nationwide coverage here, and that's available to you 
and David. And if he's so concerned about the truth 
and getting his word out, it's there for him. 

STEVE: No, he's not. I'll tell you honestly, 

hie main concern is doing whatever God tells him to do. 
Always has been. Always has been. 

JOHN; Then why are you so concerned about 
these ATF and FBI press conferences? 

STEVE: I'm talking about myself. Don't, you 

know, never, when it comes to him, he's, I'm different 
than he is. Totally different, totally different 
experience, — 

JOHN: I know you are, Steve, because I 

talked to you the other day about child molestation and 
you didn't agree with him having sex with a fourteen 

■i 

year old girl. So that's why I think that you can make 
some headway and help these people. 

STEVE; What do you mean I didn't agree with 
him? You know how many of those FBI agents in your 
group that have done things like that you don't even 
know about? I mean, seriously, let's not get into 
things like that. Man, if your life -- 

JOHN; Steve, — 

STEVE: Listen, if your life was bared or any 
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agent or ministers — let's get into Jiininy Swaggert. 

JOHN; You have — 

STEVE; Let's get into Jim Bakker. How about 
Jerry Fallwell? How about Billy Graham and the Pope 
himself? 

JOHN; Well, you come out and tell your side 

of it. 

STEVE: You know that in the dark ages Pope's 

cut their wackers off even? 

JOHN: Steve, listen. 

STEVE; Did you know that? 

JOHN; Yeah, but, ~ 

STEVE; What about nuns that don't get none, 
what about Bishops and Cardinals that don't get 
involved sexually, or do they? There's been reports 
out in Time and Newsweek ~ 

- JOHN: Steve, there's no reason to yell. 

STEVE; — that forty percent of those are 
homosexuals. Let's talk — you want to talk about 
sexual sins? America's right for judgment, John. 

JOHN: Steve, — 

STEVE; Everybody, do you understand ~ 

JOHN: Are the tapes playing outside there? 

STEVE: — you want to talk about perversion, 

let's talk about perversion. 

JOHN: Are the tapes playing outside there 
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right now? 

STEVE; No, they aren't. 

JOHN: Okay. That's to give you time to get 

these people out now, okay? 

STEVE: John, I have, honestly. I don't know 

what I can tell you. I have tried. These people, they 
believe in the Bible, that's number one. And up to 
that point in time, what was working was like, for 
instance, that day when he had such a good rapport with 
John Cox, David did, and those seven came out that day, 
I, — before you, I'm not kidding, I just, I knew it 
was gonna snowball and get greater and, I knew the next 
day would be at least seven to ten, the next day. Then 
all of a sudden, when that all took place, that all 
happened, I was amazed that we were able to start 
getting, up, like, say, Livingston and his mother and 
Evet^e. But then all of a sudden when that business 
happened with Livingston, which you don't want to hear 
about, then all of a sudden it's, since that day it's 
like I'm talking to brick wall. 

JOHN: Livingston just had every opportunity, 

and he had a huge forum to get his side of the story 
out. It's time for you to come out and show the way. 

STEVE; But his wife wanted, you know, he, 
the wife wanted at least, if nobody else, me to at 
least talk to him, when he got in there with the 
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children. 

JOHN: Steve, you're just stalling, these are 

just issues thAt we've gone over and over and over 
again. 

STEVE; I'm not stalling. 

JOHN: Now, listen, our time on the phone, 

our time on the phone, right now, is precious, so you 
go and talk to those people. 

STEVE: I'll go try. I'll go do what I've 

always done. 

JOHN: All right. Now, listen. I'm gonna 

call you back about five minutes to twelve. 

STEVE: Okay. 

JOHN: All right? 

STEVE: Okay. 

JOHN: And I want you to tell me that some 

peojile are coming out of there. Steve, you've got the 

-i 

fortitude to do it. You've worked with those people, 

STEVE: Oh, I might — 

JOHN: — and you can do it. 

STEVE: It's possible I have that, but I 

don't have the ability to coerce or force people out 
against their will. I don't have that ability. 

There's guys here that are a lot bigger than I am. I 
can't grab hold of them and yank them out or anything 
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else or push then out or anything. 

JOHN: Yeah, but you've got influence on 'em, 

and a while back David said that he could send anybody 
out of here that he wanted, out of there that he wanted 
to. 

STEVE: I've never heard those words, but I 

believe they're something close to that, but I don't 
know quite about that. 

JOHN: You've got courage, conviction and 

common sense if you want to use it, okay? And you can 
avoid further — 

STEVE: The only difference — 

JOHN: — problems with property damage. 

8TEVE: The only difference between you and 

I, really, — 

JOHN: Lead by example. 

* 

STEVE: — we're talking sense and logic, the 

only — 

JOHN: Lead by example, Steve. 

STEVE: — difference is I see something 

that's carnal physical eyesight doesn't see. That's 
the difference between you and I. 

JOHN: Okay, I want you to go back and start 

talking to them. I mean it. 

STEVE: I'll do that. 

JOHN: Okay. 
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STEVE: Okay, bye. 

* * * * 

STEVE: Hello. 

JOHN: Steve? 

STEVE: Yes. 

JOHN: Is anyone in there coming out? 

STEVE: I talked to — I didn't talk long to 

anybody. I just went around and said, does anybody 
want to go out right now? They're, they're given a 
twelve o'clock, there's the opportunity. Do you want 
to go out? And I just went and talked to probably, I 
asked, oh, I counted up to about twenty-one people I 
asked. And they said, no. 

JOHN: Okay. Let me go through this again 

with you, okay? 

STEVE: All right. 

f 

JOHN: No one will be allowed to exit the 

building with a weapon. 

STEVE: Okay. 

JOHN: We tell you this for your own 

protection, for if our agents perceive that there lives 
or the life of someone else is at risk, they will take 
appropriate action to ensure their own safety. 

No one will be allowed to aim a weapon from a 
window, as this may also be perceived by our agents as 
a threat to their lives or the life of others and 
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compel then to act accordingly. 

Any time you exit the building, and are 
approaching our agents, you must fully comply with any 
verbal instructions to avoid exposing yourself to 
potential risk. Do you understand that? 

STEVE: Yeah. 

JOHN: Okay. Does David understand it? 

STEVE: He is. I just went up there to ask 

him if he wanted to go out also by twelve o'clock. All 
he did was moan and groan that he was extremely sick. 

He was starting to look kind of bad yesterday, but I 
didn't realize how bad he was. I don't, I really don't 
know what's happening with him, physically, but it, I 
know he's sick. He's laying over, he's trying to lay 
on his side. 

JOHN: Then, you know, because of your 

Choice, and I'm gonna tell you, I'm gonna be here. If 
you want to call and talk to me, I will be here at the 
other end of this phone. 

STEVE: Okay. 

JOHN: But there will be action taken. 

STEVE: Okay. 

JOHN: Do you understand that? 

STEVE: Yes, I do. 

JOHN: Okay. 

STEVE: I was thinking about, maybe —

UNIDENTIFIED SPEAKER: Hello. 

HENRY: Hello. 

UNIDENTIFIED SPEAKER: We're having worship, 

could you call back later? 

HENRY: What now? 

UNIDENTIFIED SPEAKER: We're having, we're

STEVE: Hello. 

HENRY: Hello, Steve? 

STEVE: Yeah, boy, people have been calling 

me all over. What's happening? 

HENRY; This is Henry. 

STEVE: Henry, how' re you doing, Henry? 

HENRY: Just fine, how are you? 

STEVE: Well, it's been quite a long time 

since I've spoken with you. 

HENRY: It sure has. How are things going? 
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STEVE: Well, I guess okay. I'm feeling a 

lot better today than I have in a while. 

HENRY; Okay, well, good. 

STEVE; How — with you Henry?, 

HENRY: Things are going okay. 

STEVE: 'Have you gotten home at all? 

HENRY: I got home. I was home for a few 

days and then came back. 

STEVE: Okay. 

HENRY: How is David doing? 

STEIVE; He seems to be doing a lot better. 
Yesterday he was not feeling too good. This morning he 
wasn't. I went up and checked with him about an hour 
ago and he seems to be doing a lot better.

RACHEL: The bosses have a concern. Well, 

they're real concerned aren't they because they're 
playing that crazy music all night. You think the kids 
are gonna be doing real good hearing that stuff a*!! 
night? And they're crying and it's, you know, 
irritating them. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

RACHEL: So, what do you think? 

HENRY: Well, in this instance, you know, 

because of the length of time that has elapsed, they're 

fi 

losing their patience and they're trying to do 
something to hopefully to see if they can get something 
going on this thing. 

RACHEL: What do you mean? 

HENRY: I don't think that — I think what 

has happened is people would like to see the, you know, 
we have, at times, three days, six days when nobody 
comes out and it becomes quite difficult for — 


RACHEL: Well, you know what? That's your 
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guy's fault because you were suppose to let Livingston 
call back here and we was to have communication and you 
did not. 

HENRY: I think what happened on that is 

there was a problem with the phone lines and — 

RACHEL: Well, have him call right now. The 

phone's working fine. 

HENRY: I think what happened on that is, we 

went to Livingston and actually had to go to 
Livingston's attorney because now he's represented by 
an attorney, and his attorney declined, and they 
declined to do that. As a matter of fact, we went so 
far as to ask them if they would make a tape so that we 
could send in to you, but Livingston refused to make a 
tape. 

Now, I don't know if you're aware of this or not, 
but this morning, Livingston was on CNN.

RACHEL: Well, we don't have electricity so 

we couldn't see it on T.V. 

HENRY: Well, I'm sorry. He, you know, he 

did make a lot of statements that I thought were 
positive, you know, with respect to the people that are 
in the compound, you know, which ~ 

RACHEL: Do you have it on tape?: 

HENRY: I don't. I can, I can work on trying 

to get it for you. 
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RACHEL: Yeah, well, maybe we could hear what 

he has to say. 

HENRY: Okay. Okay. I can work on that. 

RACHEL: But, don't you have more authority 

over him calling us than the, his lawyer? I mean — 

HENRY: No, we, no, no. Once he's 

represented by an attorney, we can't deal directly with 
him because they see that as an infringement of his 
rights. 

RACHEL: Well, you should — 

HENRY: What I'll do again, is I'll make a 

rec[uest to see if he'll make an audio tape. We had 
asked them, you know, if he would make a videotape and 
he declined. I can ask him for that and I can also try 
to get the, the CNN tape for you. 

Now, some of the, you know, some of the questions, 
you l^now, that were posed to him during that interview 
he didn't answer, and I think that the reason that he 
didn't answer is because he didn't want to assume the 
role of a true spokesman for the group. I think he 
left those questions to be answered by either David or 
by Steven. 

RACHEL: Didn't he want, he wanted to talk 

though. I know he wanted to talk to, — 

HENRY: Oh, yes. 

RACHEL: — to Steve or someone here, so -- 
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HENRY: Sure, he did, initially, but what 

happened is, the phone lines were down, okay? And 
that's what happened. And then, you know, as an 
alternative, we were hoping that we would be able to 
get him to consent to making a videotape. But he 
seemed — 

RACHEL: But he has his rights too. 

HENRY: That's true. 

RACHEL: I mean who, I mean, I don't know 

that much about the, about the way lawyers work or 
anything, but he has his rights too, so if he wants to 
talk, why can't he talk? Who says he has to listen to 
his lawyer? 

HENRY: Well, now we can't tell him, we can't 

tell him that, you know, that, in other words, once 
he's represented by an attorney, we can't give him 
advi<ce contrary to what his attorney is saying because 

-i 

then we're looked upon as violating his rights. 

RACHEL; Well, can't you tell them, give him 
a message from us here? 

HENRY: Sure. 

RACHEL: Well, that is that we would like him 

to call. 

HENRY: Well, we can pass it on to his, we 

can pass it on to his attorney, see, but we can't deal 
directly with him.

We had heard statements that the ATF out of 
some Dallas station had acknowledged that they 
accidentally fired, and then the rest started 
barraging. And then we hear this guy David Troy saying 
the, the people inside were firing on them as they came 
in before they even left their vehicles. I mean this 
guy here he is so full of it I mean -- 

HENRY; Is -- but is anybody 

STEVE : -- you don't even need to -- this guy 

here invented the word lies. 

HENRY: But is, but is anybody, anybody of a 

position -- 

STEVE: I don't see Kathy Schroeder up on, 

behind the podium saying to him you're full of it, and 

'i 

this is not what happened. I don't hear any of those 
that , or Kevin . 

HENRY : We - - 

STEVE; I don't hear any of those. That -- 

HENRY : We - - 

STEVE: -- guy is out there being able to 

wrap his lips off. 

HENRY: One of the things that's happening 

whether you realize this or not, Steve, is you're 
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permitting this to happen, okay? And when I say that 
is we need somebody -- 

STEVE : Not so . 

HENRY: -- a person who represents you -- 

STEVE: We're, we're watching very carefully 

to see how you people treat those that might and should 
be able to speak for themselves and give their own 
eyewitness account. Like myself I cannot -- Henry, I 
cannot give an eyewitness account as to -- I saw --

HENRY: Okay.

HENRY : 

-- media tapes will, will prove this 


thing one way or the other. But in the meantime, okay, 
everybody's just hearing one side, okay? Somebody from 
your side needs to come out. There is -- in order for, 
for the group to maintain some kind of --

The corruption, man. 

HENRY: 

What? 

STEVE: 

I said the corruption is just 


phenomenal to me how it's just so through this 
government all the way through all it just -- I mean 
that Ann Richards even I mean giving the okay. And 
this whole drug business.

I'd like to talk to David as soon as 
possible. But in the meantime, we have this situation 
of these and, and I, I don't want you to blow up on me. 
I'm just passing some information along to you. The 
commanders are asking me to ask you to send at least 10 
people out. Can you do that for me? 

STEVE: Well, I'm not going to blow up about 

that. I mean I, I can't do anything in regards to 
individuals except for ask them, I can tell them two 
things. You can talk to Henry yourself. You can walk 
out that door. You can work it out with him. I can 
try to tell them you should do it, but I know they're 
not going to. 

It is so broken down between yourselves and 
us right now. We're at a place where -- and in hearing 
these press conferences it -- 


HENRY: Well, that's, that's all the more 
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reason. 

STEVE: -- and, and what happened with you, 

what happened with you and I yesterday was one of the 
worst things that could have happened. Really it was. 
Where you said it was okay for the individual to go out 
there and pour out this, the dirty water -- 

HENRY; Wait. Let's just get one thing 
clear, okay? What happened on that situation is we 
discussed that, and I was waiting for clarification 
here to see if we could and, and how to do this. In 
the meantime, I got a call from somebody.

I thought from the, the time I talked to you way back

in the beginning I'was always hoping I'd get to talk to 
you again. I don't like the idea of, you know, really 
getting the way I was with you.

doing that though it, it makes it hard to communicate, 
to, to communicate I meant to say. It makes it much 
more difficult to do that. (Unidentified male voice in 
background not discernible.)

stop and listen to him for a minute or what?

For your records, there was a guy that came 
in last night. 

JOHN: Okay. 

STEVE: And he calls himself Jesse Amen.

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don't know. He never gave me the spelling. He just 
said there's a name of Jesse Amen. 

JOHN: Amen like at the end of a prayer? 

STEVE: Exactly. 

JOHN: Okay. 

STEVE: He said something about being from I 

think the West Coast . 

JOHN: Um-hum. 

UNIDENTIFIED MALE SPEAKER: How old -- 

JOHN; How old is he? 

STEVE: I would guess he looks like he's late 

thirties . 

JOHN: Okay. What's, what's he doing? 

STEVE: He came here he said to learn about 
the/ seven seals. He also said that he wanted to share 
some things with us. And, and he started --we sat 
down, gave him a little time to develop what he wanted 
to say. We listened, asked him a few questions. 

He -- I mean he's definitely a person I 
believe is in peace. He, he likes people. He's not 
real extraordinary or real off the wall. He, he said 
he's always wanted to understand the Bible. And that's 
basically what he's been saying. He said and if we 
have anything to share he said he, he would definitely 
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like to hear about it, 

JOHN: Is he straight, or is he a nut? 

STEVE: No, no. He's straight. He's 

straight. But he is, he's kind of a hippie looking 
type guy. And he's got long hair and a, and a long 
beard . 

JOHN: Um-hum. 

STEVE: But you know, I mean I, I observed 

him, listened to him. He seems to be okay. 

JOHN: Let me ask you -- I'm, I'm new here. 

STEVE : Okay . 

JOHN: How old are you? 

STEVE: I'm 43. 

JOHN: Okay. I just wondered, because you

But when he does get 
up and move around, he did the other night, then it 
kind of lays him out again. So I don't -- I'm not sure 
how it, you know, how it relates to his wound or what 
the problem might be . 

JOHN: Is somebody taking care of him? I 


mean -- 

STEVE: Not really too much now. And I mean 

the nurse that we have here, she checks with him now 
and then. But he's kind of been like well, just kind 
of leave me be and rest right now. And so she's not 
been checking like his vital signs and so forth like 
she had been in the beginning. 

JOHN: Um-hum. Well, is -- 

STEVE: And of, and of course, you know, we 

sent Annetta out there, and she herself was a nurse. 

:: JOHN: Yeah. Well, from what he's saying, is 

he going to talk to us? 

STEVE : I think so . I don ' t , I don ' t 

think -- I know for sure it wouldn't be on the Sabbath 
though. For sure it wouldn't be then. And he didn't 
say -- he never said he wouldn't. And I was hoping to 
talk with him more about it both yesterday. And except 
for then that incident happened, the misunderstanding. 

And then today I, I thought I'd at least ask 
him about it. And he says he, he just looked at me and 
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said Steve, not on the Sabbath. So I says no problem. 

JOHN: Okay. Well, the -- you know, that 

thing that Henry brought up about the attorney. We 
need to talk to him about that. 

STEVE : Okay . 

JOHN: And has he ever talked on the Sabbath 

before? 

STEVE: I -- in honesty I don't remember. I 

think he may have. I'm not certain. I'm not certain 
though. 

JOHN: If you talk to him I'd like you to say 

that, you know, he represents you guys. In the, in the 
church jargon you're his flock. And you know, I think 
it would be important for him to talk to us regardless 
of what day it is out of the responsibility. So we, we 
need to get in touch with him. 

, STEVE: No, I understand that. I, I -- see, 

the ^greatest difficulty that lies between us, the 
greatest gulf is that, you know, I mean we frequently 
as you already know bring up the Bible, speak the 
Bible, speak about spiritual or religious things in 
that vein. And I know that's very difficult for, for 
you and meaning plural. 

But at the same time that's all our life is. 
Those that have come here it's like that is first and 
foremost in life. That's the priority. And to try to 
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divide that or separate that from any other thing well, 
that's where the issue remains. That's where it lies. 

JOHN: You know, where my life is it's 

helping people, helping people out of crisis 
situations . 

STEVE: I believe that. And so has it been 

for me all my life. 

JOHN: Um-hum. Well, I respect that. 

STEVE: Going out of my way to help people in 

any way, shape or form. 

JOHN: That, that sounds very constructive. 

And, and you know, I think I'm talking to the right guy 
relative to, to getting something done to resolve this 
thing. 

Is, has David made a decision not to talk to 
us or to talk to us? 

STEVE: No, he hasn't. No, by no means has

he done that. It's only I know for sure in the last 
few days I could tell by his not really wanting to talk 
to even me very much that he hasn't been feeling that 
well. I mean I know he's attempted to a couple times. 
But he said hey, Steve, I just don't feel that well 
right now. And he says I got a terrible headache. And 
that's kind of come and gone. And see I don't know why 
he, why he's having headaches. And I know he is 
because I can -- you can tell by how he's reacting. 
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He's never been a person to ever complain about, you 
know, any kind of problems. 

JOHN; Um-hum. 

STEVE: Physical problems even though he's 

had many with vertebrae, his back, with he had a 
broken, I think it was a fifth lumbar -- 

JOHN: Um-hum. 

STEVE: -- back in '90 from lifting weights 

or from pedaling on a bike. I don't know what he was 
doing, because I was not around at the time. But when 
I came, he was bedridden for 2 months in excruciating 
pain. And he had, he had gone to a surgeon. And he 
also went to a very good chiropractor which the surgeon 
suggested. 

JOHN: Um-hum. 

STEVE: And but since those days I mean, you 

know, he's, he's one of those kind of people that does 

i 

not talk about ailments. 

JOHN: Well, I was -- you know, one thing 

that, that gets me to ask questions like this is I 
understand we haven't talked to him in several days. 

STEVE: I realize that. 

JOHN: And you know, there's even the 

question been raised around here is he alive? 

STEVE : Right . 

JOHN: You know. And you understand where

JOHN: Has, has any change come over David 

that would cause him to, to be reluctant, you know, 
afraid to talk to us? 

STEVE: No, not at all. The truth is, you 

know, I mean I don't -- try not to be offended or 
bothered if I bring up religious issues or, or bring it 
into the picture. But he is -- I mean like when 
statements are made like through the press conference 
about the children and all that. I mean this is only 
the-^ignorance of man and not understanding what the, 
the very strong pointed statements of Bible writers 
are . 

JOHN: Yeah.
